• tb e road, leo miles from tb» Kansas border, and In 
th e Cherokee Nation of ye Indian Territory. The 
rails were down but a f'W days, and consequently 
o ar progress was slo<. the average speed being 
flfleen miles an hour 
The road runs over a mag- 
Bliloent prairie lapl for the greater p art of the dis­ 
tan ce; one scctio* ef it Is known as the “Tunnel,” 
A stretch of flat-euntry for ninety miles without a 
cabin, station, .og-house or wigwam. As the hot

the ffowered bed of the horizon 
th e scene '»» truly beautiful In its desolation. 
Vo Indian' trere to be seen, nor were there any 
ca ttle in 
i>°t docks of wild birds duttered up 
from thfP rtlrle and raced with the train. It seemed 
to me *>»t II» civilized people, as the Cherokees are 
elaiw d to be by their distant adm irers, had sway 
Herr this long but narrow and splendid belt of land 
woild be well stocked with cattle or a t least a por­ 
tion of it onltlvated. 
PORT OIBSON AKD THR COEROKEBS. - 
VearlBg Fort Gibson, a m ilitary post on the east 
bank of the Neosho or Grand River, we left the 
p ralrir ano stm ck Into a wide stretch of timber 
land. A few scattered log huts and shanties of 
n o d covered with bmshwood were to be seen, and 
her* and there a lounging, mongrel Indian, listless 
mni dithy, peering out at tbe passing train from 
bneath a dirty sombrero, decorated with gaudy 
ftathers. The Cherokees, like all the other tribes and 
rem nants of tribes on the reservations, rarely

Olbson U eght miles from the railroad station, and 
la sltuatedon a high bluff overlooking the Neosho 
and the Akansas R ivera We were dumped down 
a t the sAtloA »t eleven o’clock at night, and an 
am bupnce being ready for us. jolted over a very 
m g r trail to the fort, getting In shortly after 
Bldilght. 
General Grierson, the 
commanding 
oflEer of the post, and the officers of the two com- 
pfOles of the Tenth cavalry stationed there ex- 
gnded us the hospitalities of the place, and we 
remained nntll the following night. 
I made the 
twst nse of my time In m aking such Inquiries as 
enabled me to form a fhlr estim ate of the character 
and capacity of the Indians claiming to be civilized, 
their present condition and wants. As Is pretty 
qreU known already, the members of

AUen nnd John Bow are Intelligent 
men, as are afeo Colonel WUUam P. Roea, ez-cblef, 
Daniel H. Roes and Lewis Ross, nephew s of the 
tomed chief of tbe tribe. Colonel John was, I be- 
Ueve, educased at Princeton College. 
He i s a 
pousbed m an, very clever and greatly respected for 
his m any good qnaUtles. I called at his bouse, but, 
unfortunately, he was absent. Mr. Daniel H. Ross, 
however, waa a t home, and very readily conversed 
on Indian affialrs. 1 afterw ards saw and spoke to 
a num ber of persons, halfbreeds, traders, deputy

Fort Gibson—which, by the way, 1s not a fort, bnt 
a collection of houses of wood erected by tbe gov­ 
ernm ent for tbe accommodation of troops and tbe 
storage ot provislons and army m ateriel—Is ad­ 
mirably situated as a post. It was abandoned last 
year, but was reoocupled In May last by two com­ 
panies of cavalry under the command of General 
Grierson, the many butcheries of innocent people 
In th(f surrounding nations rendering th at oonrse 
Imperatively necessary. 
THR nUTT OF THE HILITART. 
Besides the duty of preventing crime and arrest­ 
ing desperadoes. General Grierson had to use hfe

the difficulty. When a white or colored m an 
m arries a squaw he weds 160 acres of land, 
geto 100

hlmselA and if, as generally 
happens (Uie sqoaws are not entirely “dvlilzed’ 
yet), the pair have a family, then for every child 
there Is another 100 acres of land set apart. This Is 
the law of the Territory, and Is stricter In Its term s 
in the Cherokee Nation than In any other. Tho 
m an who thus m arries Into a nation becomes an 
Indian In the eye of the law, and Is entitled to all 
the rights accorded a full-blooded native or half 
breed. I leave It to others to say whether this 
process of “levelling up” Is wise or unwise on the 
part of the tribes and on the p art of the governm ent. 
THE CIVILIZATION OF THR NATIONS. 
So far It has not worked very satisfactorily. 
Children of white fathers and Indian mothers, as a 
rule, inherit the shlftlessness of the savage and but 
little of the energy and enterprise of the civilized 
father. They are content to cultivate a patch of 
ground large enough to grow corn sufficient for

I 
have read many rose-oolored reports, w ritten by 
interested Indian agents, I have no doubt, concern­ 
ing the rapid progress of these clvlUzcd tribes In 
the arts of peace and of their desire to enrich them ­ 
selves by honest toll and educate their children.

Wlchltaws are less civilized to-day than they w ere 
fifteen years ago. Wherever In the Reservation, 
which contains 823 by 260 miles of the finest fend, 
perhaps, on the Continent, one seesweU cultivated 
fields, fenced and filled w ith corn, it may be taken 
for granted th at the owner of the property is a 
white m an who has m arried a squaw or a former 
slave of some dusky Cherokee or Choctaw, \th e n 
the Cherokees were brought from Mississippi herd 
they owned a num ber of slaves, and these m anaged 
to get together, In time, a little property, so th at 
when the em ancipation was proclaimed they found 
themselves in a better m aterial condition than 
their fprmer m asters. And thus it Is th at the good- 
natured and hard-working Sambo can afford to 
chuckle at Indolent and im provident Lo. 
A Cl'RIOUa HIXTUKR Of KAtSsS. 
The two races get on very well together, how­ 
ever, Interm arrying with curious physiological re­ 
sults. 
Perhaps nowhere else In the world can 
such a m ixture of races be found—the Anglo-Saxon 
and African and seml-nomadlc red. How will It be 
when thfe m ixed race absorbs, as It must in time, 
the distinctive characterlHtlcs of the others In the 
Territory » The full bloods” are not at all content 
with the existing condition of affitiis. They dread 
absorption and are jealous of the whites aud half- 
breeds. The constitution adopted by the council 
of the natiuns last year as the organic law of the 
proposed territorial governm ent Is the cause of 
considerable Ill-feeling. The Chlckasaws have ac­ 
cepted It, but the other nations have not voted on 
It as yet. The delay Is attributable to the ftict th at 
tbe “full bloods” are afraid th at In the event of the 
adoption of the constitution and consequent or­ 
ganization 
of 
a 
central governm ent 
the 
half-breeds 
and 
carpet-bag w nttes would 
not 
only 
claim 
and 
receive 
the larger half of 
the 
spoils 
of 
office, 
but 
would 
frame 
such laws 
as would work mischief 
to 
tho 
cause of Idleness and picturesque ease. They be­ 
lieve with tho philosopher, th at “whatever Is is 
right,” and regard locomotives, agricultural Im­ 
plem ents and decent dwelling houses as Innova­ 
tions, not Improvements. Many of them, indeed, 
despise the clothing sent them by the government. 
It Is not long since that a num ber of Indians of one 
of the tribes w erepresented with an abnndant sup­ 
ply of trousers. They accepted them reluctantly, 
but still accepted, and the heart of the benevolent 
Quaker agent was made glad. There was 
A “ DRESS PARADE" 
ordered n ex t m orning Just to see the effect. Ima­ 
gine the horror of the Friend on discovering th at 
each particular brave bad, under cover of the night, 
deftly scalped out a necessary section of his trou­ 
sers and cut them off at the knee i There never was 
such a dress parade even In the Indian Territory. 
The Idea of dressing the reconstructed Indians 
In the

W hat 
very proper fe to them senseless; what we deem 
purifying and elevating Is to them polluting.and 
degrading. Mr. Lo has his own Ideas concerning

his settled convictions on the subject of pantaloons. 
With the squaws It Is different. They doat on 
Dolly Vardens, and take del................................... 
selves out In the gewgaws of i 
no more notice uf Mrs. Lu than to see that she docs 
his work lor him wlüle he is busy loafing. It is not 
likely that Dolly Vardens will be largely distributed. 
It would be as sensible to dress a pnmpkln In 
baby clothes to please Horace Greeley as to a t­ 
tem pt to soothe the savage breast in that way. 
Another disturbing element, and one which Is 
likely to cause farther and more serious mischief as 
the country round alwut the Territory becomes 
thickly populated. Is the anomalous relations of the 
nations with the I'nlted States authorities and the 
courts of the adjacent States. 
edged In between 
Kansas on tbe one side and Texas on the other, 
they have 
CrVIMZATION CROWDING IN 
npon them and tram pling on what they consider, 
with justice, their rights. Tho United States gave 
them the land In return for other land taken irom 
them by force of arm s and by fraud. If they are 
not disposed to till the soil aud produce mure than 
they require for their 
own consumption, what 
business have philanthropists to liiteriere, and 
what la civilization going to do aimut Itr 
The 
Indians all think that way, though few can bo 
found to give expression to the thought. It galls 
them to be Ignored by the whites as a people be­ 
yond the pale or treated with contempt. The 
recent massacre of Going .Snake Court House grew 
out of this feeling of Inltatiun. 
It will be remem­ 
bered that several Deputy United states Marshals, 
armed with writs procured outside of the Terri­ 
tory, went Into the Cherokee Nation to arrest 
a 
certain 
m urderer; 
that 
the

In the Territory, In cases where m urderers make It 
ihelr place of reluge, must be settled sooner or 
later; “for,” said he, “the pltli of the m atter Is, the

hanged and every Indian m urderer let g o at large.” 
Mr. Peevey, however, may lie somewhat prejudiced, 
having been trained In a school (QuantreU’s gue­ 
rillas) where hut one side of a question was 
allowed to be discussed. W hatever the merlU ot 
the controversy, certain It Is that there is trouble 
in store lor the semi-clvllized Indians on this 
account If on 
no 
other. The attitude of the 
Indians 
on 
the 
reservations 
toward 
the 
“outer 
barbarians” 
is 
perfectly 
consistent. 
Every 
clog 
they 
can 
put 
to 
the 
wheels 
of progress fe so much adde<l to their lease of life 
as an independent people. 
They know perfectly 
well th at the easy condition of semi-barbarism In 
which they live cannot exist forever; that civiliza­ 
tion, advancing with slow but resistless move­ 
ment, Is bearing down npon them to crush them 
out, as It has their brethren in other sections of the 
country, 
and 
leave 
nothing but monumental 
mounds of earth to point the m on l of theJr taking 


off. 
Their eonntry Is w orth astm g g le. Magnifi­ 
cent land, well w atered and wooded, along the 
banks of nnm erous stream s. It yields sixty bushels 
of com (the staple crop) per acre, and tobacco and 
cotton where cultivated. 
It fe bounded on the 
east by Arkansas and Missouri, on the north by 
Kansas, on the west by New Mexico and a part of 
Texas, and on the south by Texas. The section ap­ 
propriated to the Chlckasaws fe very rich (but not, 
perhaps, more so than tbe Cherokee reservation 
about Port Gibson), and In 1810 produced s,ooo 
bales of cotton, besides com , tobacco and cereafe.

together. In one congloaierate 
mass, scalpers, 
bnnters and diggers of every bne. If It 1s conceded 
th at the policy was sound It m ust also be acknow­ 
ledged that It waa qnlte successfel. No accnrate 
estím ate of the nom ber of Indians on the reserva­ 
tions (^aD be ob’alned just now; bnt It m ay be 
interesting to 
note 
the 
names of 
the na­ 
tions, 
tribes 
and 
bands 
residing 
within 
the Territory. The principal nations are the cnero- 
kees, Cheyennes, Arrapahoea, Croeks, Senecas, 
Shawnees, Ona-ha-das, Choctaws, Chlckasaws and 
WlchltawB. W ith these are “affiUated Indiana”— 
Caddoes, Wacoes, Tonocaroea, Keechles, the Pene- 
teghka band of the Comanctaes, and a few Dela­ 
wares. Five of these tribes aggregate M« souls, as 
follows:—Caddoes, SM; Tonooaroos, 133; Wlchl- 
tawB, 208: Keechles, 00, and Wacoes 188. These 
latter realde on the reservation of the Comanchea 
and Kiowas, on the northern bank of the W ashita 
River. They are rated as “good Indians,” though 
thev certainly keep bad company. It fe said that 
their “young m en’^ greatly enjoy a dash Into Texas 
with tbe Kiowas, for scalps and cattle. 
OSNDITION OF TBE OOOD INDIANS. 
TOO weak to defend themselves against the pow- 
erftil, bloodthirsty and tlHevlng Kiowas, they have 
to do their bidding or snfler the consequences; so, 
while the government continues to coquette with 
the Kiowas, they cannot be blamed. The Caddoes 
are wall disposed tow ard tbe whites, and are con­ 
sidered the ^ B t Indians of aU the tribes on tbe Klo- 
wa-Comanche reservation; but how long they will 
rem ain ao If the Quaker policy fe persisted In Is a 
questton th at dem ands an answ er. The prevalent 
o p ln lo n -an d which 1 allnded to above as unanl- 
m o n s-resp ectln g the tam e Indians Is th at every 
promise m ade to them by the governm ent should 
be rigidly rulfllled, and that, on the other hand, for 
every outrage on Ihelr p art swift and coudlgn 
punishm ent should be m eted out. Patience, firm­ 
ness and latm esa are undoubtedly the proper policy 
lor the governm ent of the so-caUed tam e Indians, 
and, for those who seem at all desirous of helping 
themselves, friendly aid and encouragem ent on 
the p art of the governm ent Tbe fun-blooded In­ 
dians are rapidly dying off; war and disease are 
thinning their ranks, and their total extinction Is 
only a quw tlon of time. And with tbe end of tbe 
“full bloods” will come peace and plenty to this 
favored territory and the end of the Indian ques­ 
tion. 
THE ROUTE TO FORT SILL. 
The only m eans of conveyance from Port Gibson 
lo Fort Sill—a distance of nearly 280 m iles-Is by rail 
to Limestone Gap and thence by stage through the 
Cherokee, Creek, Choctaw and Chickasaw nations, 
over prairies and through belts of forests of jack- 
oak, hemlock, scrub and peccan trees; and Into one 
of these close, rickety and uncomfortable vehicles 
(tem perature 110 In the shade) we were packed, 
with our luggage, at Limestone Gap. The Journey 
occupied over three days, and was w ithout particu­ 
lar interest nntll we entered tho district near Sill, 
where Kiowa young men are wont to m urder and 
scalp unsuspecting travellers. 
It was a lovely 
moonlight night as our mule team em erged from 
the gloomy recesses of the Big Beaver creek and 
took the prairie trail to the fort. Mount Scott and 
Medicine Bluff, a few miles from tbe post, were 
dimly seen In the distance, and the prevailing still­ 
ness was occasionally broken by the snappish 
bark of a prow ling wolf.

With equally q<lfi6flVa¿liI« inecdotes of travel on 
the Plains the weary hours w ent by, until the sun, 
rislrg behind us, snuffed out the lamp of night, and 
threw a glorious spread of flashing gold on the 
broad prairie, the high, Irregular peaks of Mount 
Scott blue lu the nipping cold of the morning, and 
the stone buildings of Port Sill, 
THE COUNTRY OF THE WILD INDIANS. 
In another half hour we were to the garrison. In 
the centre of the wild Indian country, with our 
backs to civilization and our faces turn ed toward 
the too free and, seemingly, never-ending West. 
Professor Parish was let down at the house of the 
Indian agent, Friend Lawrle Tatum , and was Im- 
m edlateli'put In bed aud tenderly cared for by Mrs. 
Tatum. The professor suffered m ore than any of 
tne 
party 
in 
tbe journey across the Plains, 
and 
was 
((ulte 
sick. 
As 
I 
w rite 
he 
Is 
still confined 
to 
his 
bed w ith fever. 
After 
parting with the professor we drove to the post 
traders, 
from 
whence, after 
unpacking our 
campaigning traps, we walked to the Cache River 
and enjoyed a delicious bath. The breakfast pro- 
vbled afterw ards by Mr. Evans, the trader, was ex­ 
cellent, and prepared us for the erniui Incident to 
Sunday on the frontier. The commanding officer 
of the post, Major Schofield (brother of General 
Schofield) 
was 
oat 
on 
an 
expedition, and 
Major 
and 
Brevet 
Brigadier General McKlb- 
lK>n 
was 
tem porarily 
In 
command. 
This 
gentlem an sought us out and was exceedingly kind 
and attentive. He, in common with all the other 
pfficers 1 have conversed with, agrees with gallant 
Phil .Sheridan’s views as to the proper treatm ent of 
tbe insolent Indians who continue to defy the gov­ 
ernm ent. He sent scouts out to notify Major Scho­ 
field of our arrival, and th at officer returned with 
Ills party at nightfall and conferred with the Com­ 
missioners. Major Schofield is a gentlem an of cul­ 
ture ; enjoys the reputation of being an excellent offi­ 
cer and is m ost a^ eeab le In m anner. Tliesc gentle­ 
men and the officers of the garrison afforded your 
commissioner every fiiclllty tor acquiring the Infor­ 
mation besought: and their kindness, together with 
hi.s persistent interview ing of parties cognizant of 
the existing state of affairs among the irreclaim ­ 
able Indians, enables him to furnish you with what 
he bcUeves to be an accurate statem ent of facts, 
briefly told. Later letters will supply any omis­ 
sions in this. 
A NOTABLE mSHAP. 
This m orning Ten Rear (Comanche tribe) and hla 
band, with squaws and papooses, to tbe num ber of 
twenty-five or tlürty, rode Into the fort for their 
rations, and. of course, I wus present at the p re­ 
liminary powwow. While talking w ith one of the 
chtets, through Interpreter Jones, some noble red 
man stole my notebook, which was pretty fell of 
Intercatm g facts and statistics concerning tiie wild 
Indians; and I am, therefore, compelled to rely 
solely upon memory for much th at was carefully 
noted down in writing. If the noble sneak thief Is 
able to decipher my hieroglyphics he will l>e “ Big 
Medicine” while he Uves. 
FORT SILL 
is a comparatively new post, bnt. like Gibson, It Is 
not a fortification, but a collection of buildings. 
It 
deserves a paragraph of description. Situated on 
round overlooking the Oachi' and Medicine 
or creeks rather, the

adjacent monntalns. on the top of each of which is 
a signal station. The officers' quarters and the 
' barracks for the troops form a wide square largo 
I enough for tho evolutions of a regim ent. The for­ 
m er are of stone, quarried from a hill half a mite 
distant, and the latter arc also of the sume sub­ 
stantial m aterial. There are some liouses In the , 
square, however, of wood, airy, roomy and com­ 
fortable, and these are mostly occupied by families 
of m arried officers. Outside this square arc the 
commissary's and quarterm aster's buildings, the 
stables, warehouses, sawmill and the yet Incom­ 
plete 
hospital 
bnlldlng. 
The 
traders’ 
build­ 
ings 
arc 
on 
one 
side 
of 
the 
square, 
a 
quarter 
of 
a 
mile 
distant, 
and 
on 
the 
opposite Bide, half a mile away. Is the Indian 
agency. 
The site waa selected by General Grier­ 
son, Captain Alvord, the present special Indian 
Commissioner, and another officer. 
Three years 
ago the stakes were pnt In where the flagstaff now 
stands, In the centre or the post, by Captain Al­ 
vord, and now the place has the appearance of a 
town built to last. When Uncle Sam undertakes a 
work of this kind he does It thoroughly. 
THE COLORED CAVALRY. 
The eight companies of the Tenth colored cavalry 
here are skeletons of w hat they were a few months 
since. The time of the m ajority or the men has 
expired, and the others are being discharged every 
day. 
I saw one company parade towlay with five 
men. There are just loo men for dnty, lOO of whom 
are now out on a scout. In a week from this date 
there will be more officers than soldiers present 
for duty. Ssmbo has had quite enough of m arching 
and 
counter-m arching 
and flgliUng with In­ 
dians, who 
despise 
not 
his wool. 
He has 
proved 
beyond 
cavil 
th at 
the 
people 
of 
his race can produce 
good soldiers, and he 
Is satisfied. 
Very few re-enllst, and 
I learn 
th at not many recruits can be o b u taed North or 
South, The colored troops have actually fought 
nobly, hut they don’t hanker after the excite­ 
m ent of cam paigning among the Indians any more. 
Tills state of affairs Is not a t all encouraging. 
There are no whUo troops In the Territory, or 
nearer to os than New Mexico, and tbe warlike 
tribes of Indians m u off cattle, burn ranches and 
scalp citizens with Impunity. The savages nnder- 
■tand the state of aflñlrs perfectly 
and are 
boasifnl and insolent aoeordlngly. In thfe con­ 
nection It may be well to ask what the Seventh 
United States cavalry (whitej are doing In tbe 
Southern states, with headquarters at Lonfevtlle, 
Ky. f While the Mvag* KfeWM m m 
- 


deoolatlng Texas, and in conjnnctlon with thieving 
Mexicans making whole districts barren wastes, 
would It 
not 
be 
well 
to 
w ithdraw 
ser­ 
viceable and mucb 
needed 
troops from tbe 
South, where they are not w anted, and send them 
here forthwith r There is not much time to be lost. 
The palpable weakness of the government encour­ 
ages the young men of the tribes to deeds uf vio­ 
lence; and although there is no danger of an Indian 
w ar on an extended scale thfe season, contmned 
outrages may be apprehended. 
KBTURN OF TWO CAPTIVE GIRLS. 
The nature of these outrages, which are ol con­ 
sta n t occurrence, Is illustrated In the case of two 
young I'lrls brought In here last week by the Klo- 
waa. 1 withhold ihelr nam es for obvious reasons. 
In June last they were part of a happy family In 
T exan One n lih t their house was suddenly sur­ 
rounded by tbe Kiowas—the villains who draw ra­ 
tions from the governm ent here once a month, talk 
•oft saw der to the Quakers and sneer at the sol- 
d le rs-a n d a dreadful massacre ensued. The father 
and m other of the family were shot and hacked to 
pieces. The elder girl of the two to whom I refer 
had a pistol snapped In her face, but was spared 
for a 
worse fate. 
Her 
sister, twelve years 
old, and a little brother of six were set aside 
while tbe fiends outraged tbe person of the eldest 
If the mangled and stream ing 
1 parents. The house waa then 
pnt to the flames and the Infernal fiends danced 
about tbe ashes of Its owners. The two girls and 
the boy were carried off to the Kiowa nation (not 
far from this post). the girls condemned to Infe- 
mouB treatm ent, and tbe b oytoafferd the brntes 
amnoement In their leisure hours. Mrs. Tatom, the 
excellent wife of Friend Tatum, baa the girls now 
IR charge. 
The youngest Is, I am Informed, very 
111; which, though horrifying to reflect on. Is not to 
be wondered at. The Uttle boy is still with the 
savages, and It Is hard to tell w hether they will 
surrender him or not. Lone Wolf, who sent the 
girls In, expected a large ransom : but did not get 
a cent. I am happy to say. He Is, therefore, likely to 
keep the child. The present com m laslonen have, 
however, determ ined not to Issue to him or hfe 
tribe any m ere rations until tbe Uttle captive Is 
brought In, and this may bring him to terma. Why 
this course was not taken long slnoe Is to me per­ 
fectly inexplicable. 
INSOLENCE OF THE EI0WA8. 
That the Kiowas have no fear of the m lU U ir !• 
perfectly evident 
At the council held near Port 
Cobb two weeks since, a t whlqh Lone Wolf, White 
Horse, Kicking KIrd and other chiefe of the Kiowas 
m et Superintendent Enoch Hoag, Friend Lowrle 
Tatum , Agent Mills and Interpreter Jones, the 
“young m en” openly boasted of their trium ph over 
the girls already mentioned, and In high glee gave 
particnlars of their outrages, which were even too 
revolting to be hearkened to. More than that. It 
seems th at the Kiowas held a council as to tbe pro­ 
priety of killing Friend Tatum, the other agents 
and in terp reter Jones, 
there and then. 
For­ 
tunately the m atter was “laid over tor conaldera- 
tio n / and the confab was continued to the end. It 
Is whispered though th at never did Quakers ride so 
fast and hard for shelter as did Friend Tatum and 
hfe men when the council adjourned. 
DISGUST OF TUB QUAKER A0ENT8. 
Superintendent Hour and Friend Tatum are dfe- 
guBted 
w ith 
the 
Kiowas, and 
are 
ready to 
back 
Sheridan. 
They 
confess 
th at 
there 
Is only one way to bring tbe savages to term s, and 
that la tbe mlUtary way. After patting them on 
tho back, feeding them with delicacies and pro­ 
viding them with clothing for three years, they at 
length acknowledge the hopelessness of their mls- 
Hlon. The wild Indian recognizes no authority but 
force, and cannot com prehend why, when he m ur­ 
ders- our citizens and destroys their property, 
broad-brimmed and benevolent gentlem en should 
come all the way from the Great Father to present 
him with beads and blankets, fernlsh him with 
fond and m ake a hero of him. It Is utterly incon­ 
sistent with Ills Ideas, and tho only way he can 
account for It Is that we are afraid of him. 
A MODEST PROPOSITION. 
At the council alluded to Lone Wolf, speaking for 
the entire body of Kiowas and their confederates, 
haughtily declared th at be would entertain no 
proposition of peace until 
S atauta and Ulg Tree 
were released from custody. 
He also demanded 
th at the entire country from the MlBsisBlppl to tho 
Rio Grande be given over to him, promising If th at 
were granted to return the captives—three lu num ­ 
b e r-a ll the government stock now In their posses­ 
sion and to shake hands across the bloody chasm. 
Of coarse the agents would not entertain the 
m odest proposition, and the council consequently 
ended in smoke, as It began. 
These Indians have 
always 
regarded Texas as legitimate thieving 
ground, and affect to believe It no harm to rob and 
m urder In th at Stale. 
The Kiowas themselves are 
numerically weak, not being able to put more than 
two or three hundred w arriors Into tho field; but 
they exercise a vast Influence over the Comanches, 
Qua-ha-das twho have never recognized the au- 
tW n ty of the government) and the numerous bands 
living on the reservations with them. Their voice in 
the connclls and pow wows of the tribes fe always 
for war. and while many of the more experienced 
chiefe fear th at the governm ent 
will one day 
punish thein sey^reiy, and, therefore, 
counsel 
m ódéfsüdnTthé young m en cannot tie restrained. 
When S atanta and Big Tree, two or the chie» of tbe 
Klowaa—the former the acknowledged head of 
the tribe—were arrested here by General Sherman, 
on their own contesslon of m urder and robbery, a 
heavy blow waa struck a t the Klowaa, which. If 
sharply followed up by the mlUUry, would have 
done much toward effecting a perm anent peace 
with all the savages on the border. Unfortunately, 
however, 
.... 
THB (jr A ERR POLICY 
^ 
prevailed, and we now see the consequences. Kick­ 
ing Bird, a chief who pretended friendship for the 
wlUtea, waa appointed by Sherman Chief of tee 
Klowaa, In place of Santanta; but, while ackhowl- 
edged as such by the braves, ho really has no re­ 
straining Influence, Lone Wolf and White Horse 
are the actual leaders, and these are tho represent­ 
atives 01 the “yonng m en.” The tribe remem ber 
with gratitude the services of Sataiito In the m at­ 
ter o f m urder and theft, and would do almost any­ 
thing—or rath er promise anything—to have him 
released. Lone Wolf and White Horse, on the part 
of the savages, are persistent In their appeals to 
the government agents for his release; but they 
are not sincere, for w ith the release of Satanta 
would come the end of their power. As for Kicking 
Bird, he can have no desire to see the ex-chlef 
again In power, knowing fell well that his first act 
would be to scalp his enemies In the tribe. 
THE PRESENT SlfUATION. 
This, then, is the present situation In the Indian 
Territory .--The Klowaa, with their allies, the Co- 
mnnches, Qua-ha-das aud affiliated Indians, are 
m urdering and robbing a t will In E astern Texas, 
ravishing women, klllíng stray soldiers, stealing 
mules and cattle, even from governm ent corrals, 
kidnapping children and spreading terro r and dis­ 
may through the settlem ents. They acknowledge 
all tills and boast of It, and defy tbe government. 
One determ ined onslaught on the fiends by a 
proper force of cavalry would put an end, for a 
time, at least, to this state of atfeirs; but the let- 
us-havc-peace Quakers In the States have Infiuence 
enough 
at 
Washington 
to 
prevent a move­ 
m ent 
against 
them, 
and so 
rations, blan­ 
kets 
and 
cotton 
stuffs 
are 
still 
distrib­ 
uted 
to 
the 
Comanches, for 
the 
use 
of 
the “yonng m en” on their raids Into Texas. The 
1 aw of the Territory Is very strict In Its application 
to whiskey traders, but the Indians laugii at law. 
They get all the whiskey they w ant from the Mexi­ 
cans In exchange for Texan cattle. In like m anner 
they provide them selves w ith breechloadlug and 
repeating rifles and revolvers of the finest quality. 
Indeed, It is said that they are better armed than 
the United States troops. 
OUB CAVALRY AND THE INDIANS. 
They are certainly b etter mounted. We know 
what chance a diay horse would have In a race with 
“ Harry B assett; ’ the United States cavalry horses 
now in service are hut dray horses In comparison 
with the fleet coursers of the Plains. 
The last con­ 
tract for horses for the cavalry was as low as $lo4 
for each animal, whereas in former years the price 
was $170 and more. Every man I have spoken to 
here 
on 
this 
subject 
assures 
me 
th at 
goo<l 
horses 
cannot 
be 
bought 
for 
$104 
or $150. It would be fhr m ore economical on the 
p art of the government to purchase fast horses, at 
the cost of $300 each, than to continue purchasing 
anim als that are perfectly useless for the purpose 
Intended. And I m ust here rem ark that the army 
officers are not at all anxious for an Indian war, 
though Im patient to have the Klowus punished. 
It 1s 
A SEVERE, THANKLESS DUTr 
they are engaged In ; for w hether successful or un­ 
successful, they are equally blamed. If Id carrying 
out the orders oi their superiors they attack and 
kill a number of the savages, they are abused by 
the phllauthropists and Quakers of tbe North for 
butchering “the poor defenceless Indians;” If they 
fall, with their 
limited num ber of 
troopers. 
In 
m alntalnlug 
quiet 
on 
the border 
and 
In the reservations, they are accused of In­ 
capacity. 
I 
have 
no doubt th at they would 
infinitely prefer to let the Texan.s themselves deal 
with the Klowus, and this would undoubtedly bo 
the best plan to pursue under existing circum ­ 
stances. But the "peace policy” Is against It. The 
State of Texas Is eager and ready to raise a force 
01 mounted men to protect It from the raiding In­ 
dians. hut the governm ent will not perm it ft to 
arm a company. It Is no wonder that the Texans 
are hostile to the present adm inistration, bnt It Is 
wonderlul that they don’t rise as one man In open 
revolt. 
Instead ot protecting them the govern­ 
ment, through Its peace policy, gives them over to 
the tender mercies of the savages and counte­ 
nances and encourages the dally and hourly out­ 
rages committed. These people. It m ust be remem- 
hcred, arc not rebels or outlaws, bnt peaceful, law- 
abiding American citizens, who have settled in 
Texas, and they have as much right to the protec­ 
tion of the governm ent as the citizens of New York 
or M assachusetts. 
A CHANG* OF POUCY DEMANDED. 
There will have to be a change In the W ashington 
poller toward the Indians, and th at soon. The 
Klowaa are rapidly bringing over all the nomadic 
tribes to their view of the ¡atuatlon, and if they are 
not pnt down w ith a strong band now the govern­ 
m ent will find Itself confronted n ex t Spring by a 
larger force of savages than It ever had to en- 
counter'on the .southern plalna. The reason U ob­ 
vious. If the Kiowas are not pnnlshed for m urder 
and theft, but, on the contrary, have presenta sent 
them and benevolent com m issioners plenlpoten- 
tlarv from the Great Father to flatter them and 
feed their vanity, all the other tribes, now nomin­ 
ally neacefiiL will be qnick enough to see that, In­ 
stead of loafing about the reservations. It will be to 
their interest To Join the happy Kiowas, and go into 
the business of rapine and m urder wholesale. 
What the Instructions of the Commissioners now 
here are I have not been informed, but I snspect 
th at they m ed iu te a senona blander. It is tW ir 
intention te take back with them to ra Northern 
■how. If thev can. Ricking Bird and White Horae, 


m onster of the lot, with tbe tribe. Htionld they 
succeed in this Lone Wolf will have fell sway, and 
beyond all doubt will goon the w arpath in dead 
earnest. The Commissioners have arranged for 
A GRAND OOUNCIL OF ALL THE WILD TRIBES 
this day week, the 2d of September, at a point near 
Fort Cobb, 130 miles from this post. 
We will leave 
In a few days. 
W hether they will succeed In 
“m aking peace” or not remains to tie seen. My 
impression fe th at they will not. Friend Lawrie 
T atu m -th e m ost experienced, effiotent and honest 
agent ever sent out here, I am told, says that a 
peace patched up now, no m atter on what terms, 
would not last longer than n ex t Spring. This 
opinion of the venerable Quaker ls shared In by 
every person here who nnderstands the Indian 
character. 
However, w nether a peace will be 
m ade or not, the council wlU be a m ost Important 
one, and I shall take care to acnd yon a fell account 
of It.

In Jnne last Bums 
had l»een tried for m urder In the first degree. He 
was then acquitted on the ground th at at the time 
of the unfortunate occurrence, which rcsnlted In tho 
death of a man whom Rnraa had killed, Bums was 
laboring under a fit of tem porary delirium, brought 
about by too much Indulgence In spirituous liquors. 
Since his trial It had, however, pleased an alLwise 
Providence to restore the shattereil reason of tho 
C 
ioner, and he was now as sane as any person In 
court room. Under these circum stances he was 
entitled to his discharge. 
Judge Bacon, In reply, contended th at Justice 
liconard had no jurisdiction In the premises, and 
that the return proved th at Bums had been com­ 
m itted by the Court of General Sessions, a Court of 
com petent criminal Jiirfedlctlon. and that, there­ 
fore. tills Court had not the power to go behind tho 
return, sun the w rit should thus be dfemissed. 
District A ttorney Oarvtn n ex t rose, and claimed 
that the prisoner was entitled to “no m ercy,” and 
th at no false sym pathv for him should obtrade 
Itself. The evidence upon the trial of Burns’ case 
developed a cold-blomled, heartless m urder, which 
should have sent the wicked perpetrator of tho 
dastardly deed to the scaffold, instead of perm it­ 
ting him to seek, through tbe Ingenultv of counsel, 
a release, liecause he Is sane, when scarcely 
two m onths since, within sound of my voice. 
It was urged that thfe unfortunate man, as he was 
tnen termed, was Insane and not responsible for 
hfe acts. The jury in th at Instance believed the de­ 
fence and acquitted him ; hut the statute, luckily, 
protects this community from these dangerous lu­ 
natics, and so, by order ol a com petent Court of 
Record, Bnrns was com m itted to the Utica Asylum. 
Apart from thfe a question of law presents Itself to 
Your Honor’s consideration, and the proper place 
for the w rit of habeas corpus to have issued should 


this w nt, and that Court has Jurisdiction over the 
entire State. 
Judge Bacon—Tho w rit of habeas corpus 1s not 
the correct method to pursue In cases of this cha­ 
racter. I will refer Your Honor to the first Ed­ 
m unds’ select cases. In the case of the People vs. 
Griffen, where a mode of examinatluD at Utica fe 
pointed out, which, for convenience, should have 
l<een adopted lo this instance, and the w rit should, 
therefore, be dismissed upon that ground. 
Mr. Howe replied that In th at case, in which in­ 
sanity was clearly proven a t the trial, the accused 
regained his reason and waa liberated by Judge 
Edmonds; out, aside from that, "convenience” 1s 
a secondary cunslderation.

Here, firstly, we seek for Immortality—a 
proof that we have not got It; secondly, God will 
render eternal life—a proof that wo have no eternal 
life at present. But, again, thirdly, this passage 
does not contemplate possessing an immortal aoul. 
seeking an immortal aoul or having rendered to us 
an Immortal aoul. In fact the passage Is abortive 
In proving the heathen Moslem Hindoo :ind Ameri­ 
can Indian doctrine. If wo want to know when this 
eternal life will be roudorcd we have only to read 
Romans, 11., 16. Till then, at least, there Is no Im­ 
mortality about us, body or soul. 
1 would notice other proofs, particularly “W. 
H.’a,” but the length of my answer adinonlshe.s mo 
to clo.se; but, with your continued Indulgence, 1 am 
willing to notice every text to be found in the 
Scriptures of truth bearing on this Important sub­ 
ject, and to dclend tho doctrine of “Life only In 
Christ.”

To the Editor of the Herald:— 
The barbarous Roumanian outrages against tho 
Israelites having become a matter ol general 
notice, I think It will be of some Interest to tho 
American pubUc to know the opinions of the repre­ 
sentatives of the two great Powers In Immediate 
connection with that seml-barhurous State. 
Lately I visited Ills Excellency the Minister of 
Turkey, Blacque Bey, at his residence In Long 
Branch. I had the honor of being kindly received 
by His E.Tcellency, for he knows mo as a subject of 
the Power he represents In America. In my con- 
vcrsallon with him about many other things the 
Roumanian question was touched upon, and It 
afforded me an opportunity to hear his opinion on 
this snbject. 
His Excellency Blacque Bey thinks that the cause 
of the Roumauian hatred against the Israelites Is 
nothing else but jealousy of a lazy and Indolent 
people towards an active and Industrious class of 
people that prosper Ih their midst. He expressed 
his greatest sympathy for the suffering Israelites, 
and assured me of the same sentiments on tlie part 
of the Turkish Empire, under the sway of whicn 
the Israelites enjoy all privileges and esteem alike 
with all Its other subjects. He was ntmsell present 
in Constantinople when the late Chacan Baslil (Chief 
Rahbl) Zakir hffeudi received murks of honor and 
decorations for many Israelites wlio had rendered 
services to the government. He thinks that tho 
siiii’erlngs of the Israelites in Roumania are a dis­ 
grace to the civilized world, and assured me 
that the Snbllme Porte will do all which Is in 
Its power to suppress them, remarking that 
10,000 Turkish soldiers would be sufficient to check 
the outrages qf the overbearing Roumanians. He 
finally recommended mo to interview Ills E.xcel- 
lency the Russian Ambassador, Haron Offenberg, 
who was for nine years Ambassador of Russia to 
Roumania previous to his mission to the United 
States. 
Baron Offenberg said:—Tho persecutions of the 
Jews in Roumania have no religious character at 
all, but they arc social Incompatibilities arUiug by 
a too great number of the Jewish element at..tho 
small towns ot Roumania near the Galllcian aud 
Russian borders. Only at these localities we see, 
perhaps, every year the same Jewish persecutions, 
while they never occur at those parts of the couu- 
try whore the Israelites are not settled In such a 
great extent. The Jewish question is a current 
((uestiuu of the same nature as the Chinese ques­ 
tion in CallforiiliL 
The excesses and outrages of the Roumanian 
people against the Israelites are the consequences 
of feeble, uuapt, olten corruptible local otficlals, 
who check these outrages unsuillclenily, and the 
Imbecile Juries acquit thereof the offenders. There­ 
fore the government at Bucharest Is not so much 
to be blamed, and the reproach of liitolcraue.e and 
furtherance of tbe Jewish outrages caiiuot be cast 
on tbe government alone. Tlie government is 
too feeble, and every step to enlecble U moro 
would damage the cause of tho Jews in Roumania. 
AS these indecencies in Roumania are generally 
caused by a too thick population of the Jews in 
some places there could be a great amclloralion 
and reform of the Jewish aflalrs lu Roumuula 
effected by an emigration to America. 
The Aiuuiicau charge d’affiiirs at Bucharest, Mr. 
Peixotto, always represented Ills country 1 
worthy manner. At the request of his 1 
brethreu he issued a paper lor the advance of their 
Interest and improvement in the German lan­ 
guage, which g.iiued a benevolent lufiueuce on the 
public mind there. 
His peaceable and eonclllatory bearing gained 
him the sympatliy aud estimation ol the better 
part of the population at Bucharest, as also his offi­ 
cial situation as a consul of the United States ele­ 
vated also Ills countrymen In tho estimation of the 
public mind, which would not have been pu.ssible 
in former times, 
I will also publicly express here my gratitude to 
the Ottoman .Minister, Uis Excellency Blacque Bey, 
for Ills undisguised truthful sympathy with 
my Buffering brethren; and, having heard from 
him tho good sentiments of his government, 1 
tutored a prayer common among the Oriental 
Jevra— 'AllaJusUir e Sultan," God bless the Sultan. 
It Is also sure that we owe to the Imperial Russian 
Minister in Roumclla, His Excellency B .ron Offun- 
berg, the deepest gratitude, as he did evcryUilug to 
mitigate the sad lot of the Israelites in Roumella. 
At lust I should counsel that some highly esteemed 
Jewish citizens ol New York wuuht be so kind as to 
express their deep Interests In the cause of the 
Kouiuauian Israelites by waiting, together with 
several committees of Israel societies, accom­ 
panied with such gentlemen us Mr. Sellgman, .H, T. 
Mayer, Ac-,.on IHs Kxcellency the Russian Minis­ 
ter, ilarou Offeulierg, expressing to him their 
thanks for his kindness and sympathy with the 
cause of the Israelites in Roumella. 
I take also take the liberty to tender yon, Mr, 
Editor, oiir thanks for publishing these facts, aud 
remain, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
li.

meeting of the ministers and undertakers of this 
cRy, called together for the purpose of arranging 
some plan lor the better conduct of lunerals. At 
that meeting there were present two Episcopal 
clergymen, two Baptists, two (or three) Methodists 
aud one Presbyterian; also one undertaker. 
The following recommendations were unani­ 
mously adoptod and published In the Commer­ 
cial:— 
1. That only the hour for the beginning of the 
ffineral sorvioes bo published, aud that promptness 
on the part ol oil Is very desli-able.

2. That a carriage be sent for and placed at the 
service of the minister. 
8. That the posiuon of the minister, during the 
funeral service, be left to his own discretion.

The rearon for the first recommendation was that 
the minister has been notified of a funeral at which 
be was desired to officiate next day—say two P. 
M.—and when he inquired does that mean that my 
c a r r l^ will come fbr me at two o’clock» or 
that the service at the house of deceased will 
begin at two o’clook » or that tho procession will 
move to tbe cemetery at two o’clook » the messen­ 
ger could not toll him. Sometimes tho minister 
has had to watt at the house an hour later than 
that announced lor the time of service, and so 
has been compelled to disappoint another fhneral 
at Which he could have officiated had the first 
funeral service begun promptly at the hour. 
The reason for the second recommendation was 
that, in many oases, tho minister has had to walk 
a couple of miles through a pelting storm or und 
a scorching sun to the houáe of the decease 
Id more than 
ceased, and 
dozen hacks 
when ho got there 
that had stood there Idle twice tho time tha 
any one of them could have gone for him. The 
sending a oomiortable carriage for the minister 
would not have cost the afflicted family one cent 
more, ana surely they could not desire the discom­ 
fort of one for whom they had sent to comfort them 
in their sorrow. In some cases the carriage was 
taken from the minister at the cemetery, aud he 
compelled to walk home or hasten to another ser­ 
vice ImpatiiMitly awaiting his delay. In many casos, 
where everyone else rode In a comfortable carriage, 
the mlulster was hustled into an old, rickety one- 
horse shay, which surely is not a respectable 
thing to head a funeral proces.sion, nor is It re­ 
spectable or fair to expose tlie health of this 
man to iBjiiry. 1 have, along with an Episcopal 
brother, rode two miles In the country, through a 
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iling sleot and rain, in such a mUserablo vehicle, 
was laid up sick I^ur weeks after, while there 
were quite a large number of close carriages In the 
procession. 
One Of the pastors of this city was carted about 
in a common milk wagon to a funeral, tho only two 
seats in the wagon being occupied by two persons, 
who allowed the minister to stand until he took a 
camp chair itom his own house on which to sit. 
Now, It sound.s very nice for a selfish man to recline 
comfortably In a Hue carriage aud see such Indig­ 
nity and meannc.sfl perpetrated on a minister, aud 
call It “humility” and “Chrlst-llkeness.” Áway 
with your “Ukeuess.” Such caricatures were never 
drawn by OUrlst. 11c taught muuliuess, not mean- 
Tho reason for the third recommendation was 
that, instead of the minister having a congregation 
beiore him to address, he was placed at the head of 
an empty stairway to preach to a hiitrack. If this 
position does not seem ludicrous In the extreme, It 
would be hard to conceive one that would. Sup­ 
pose you try It some evening, when you arc invited 
to meet a few friends at your neighbor’s house, 
whom you are to address on some solemn and Im­ 
portant matter. Let them all betake themselves to 
tlielr rooms, and you take your stand on tho stair 
aud preach to empty nothing. 
The fourth recommendation needs no comment. 
Now, Mr. Editor, in this condition of things pecu- 
ctillar to Wllmliigton-a city lu other respects 
progressive and retiued—was there not need for 
a relorm here» The press Is all tho time de­ 
nouncing ministers because they are not pro­ 
gressive and reformatory, and no sooner do they 
attempt reform tliau It comes down upon them 
with coarse abuse, instead of coming to their uhl. 
This assertion, of course, is true only of a small 
portion of the press. There are papers that never 
print a line touching the good name and reputation 
of the Christian minister that Is not high-tuiied and 
honorable. Pardon me if I place the Uekald Idgli 
up In this class. 
Ill reply to some of the personalities published 
respecting the part I took in the matter In question 
I have only to say that Justice to myself compels 
me to state that they were neDner respectful nor 
truthful. For whatever rofors.» has been effected 
In the orderly conduct oi funerals I deserved no 
more credit than my brethren with whom I 
merely acted In common, aud who did me tho 
honor of making me chairman of their meeting. 
The only aim we had in offering tho recommen­ 
dations here published was to have, at such a 
solemn time, “all things done decently and in 
order.” We feel the great delicacy of the subject, 
as well we might, lor not one of us but hud laid 
away our own loved ones In tho silent grave. Wo 
believed everything that would prevent Jar aud 
confusion, everything that would tend to preserve 
the good order and stillness ot snch a sacred place 
as the home of the dead, would bo for the consola­ 
tion of the sorrowing and the comfort of the sympa­ 
thizing, os well as for the respect due the deceased. 
And we are willing to trust an Intelligent com­ 
munity lor the right appreciation of our motives 
Id of the valuable reiorma recommended, aud 
Iready been In- 
ifactory results

ROMAS CATHOLIC. 
Tlio Rev. Father Tliomas Burxe is confined to his 
bed at the Doiiiinlcan Convent In this city, suffering 
from dysentery. The terrible heat of the past Sum­ 
mer, and hts not sparing himself from exertions 
meanwhile, have brought this sickness on Father 
burke. His lecture, therefore, for the benefit of tUe 
charltlesunderihecareofthe Sisters of Mercy lu 
Houston street, which was to have been delivered 
In the Academy of Music last Thursday evening, has 
oeeu Indellnitely postponed. At a dinner given by 
Roman Cuthollo priests to Cardinal CuUen, the 
Right Uev. Dr. Leahy made a somewhat startling 
statement. He declarcu that in France “the spread 
of crime extended In proportion to the spread of 
education. Whereeducation was most diffhsed there 
also was crime most diffused, not only the petty, but 
tho most atrocious crimes.” The moral be drew 
was that the Iniluence of the priesthood was the 
necessary element to prevent education from cor- 
rupting society. It is stated by the Paris Liberté 
that Father Hyaclnthe and the Abbé Michaud, late 
vicar of the Madeleine, propose to go to New Cale- 
donia to establish a church In accordance with their 
own doctrines among the political convicts of that 
penal settlement. Abbé Michaud has, however. 
Hlgnified his Intention of uniting with the orthodox 
Greek Church. The Pope has canonized and patron­ 
ized Charles d^Seze, a venerable barefooted Fran­ 
ciscan monk who Uved and died in the seventeenth 
century, in publicly declaring the fact on the 16th 
of last month the Pope called particular attention 
to the simplicity of Ifie and faith of this venerable 
saint, aud contrasted him with some of the present 
day, who have meddled In affairs and in business 
ttiat belonged not to their calling, thus accustoiii- 
Ing themselves to a manner of life from which 
the simplicity of the saints vanishes. The Tablet of 
this city states that during the past four weeks the 
labors of Uev. Father Marco, the devoted pastor of 
St. Patrick’s church, at Long Island City, have

The Roman corre­ 
spondent of the Ixmdon Oaily Mews reports that 
Antouelll and the Pope have quarrelled. The Car­ 
dinal declared that ho could not continue to hold 
office If His Holiness persis ted lu his hostile policy 
toward tho Italian governtaent. Antonelll is also 
said to have said that unless the Papacy came to 
terms with tho Italian government the Church 
must suffer even more than she has already 
suffered. It U added that the

absence of singing yesterday certainly produced a 
strange Impression upon the mind of tho Herald 
representative, and, doubtless, upon the minds of 
others too. And especially so since any one read- 
ng the Psalffis and th? liw and tho Prophets must 
be convinced that very Much of the worship of 
ancient Judaism consisted not only of vocal, but 
of Instrumental music aUo, and that of both sexes. 
The sermon preached by Dr. Vldavor was an 
earnest, practical exposition of the 
OUARACTBR AND OALLINO OF PROPnETS 
of the Ixird, and of their snccossors, the rabbles and 
teachers of to-day. His text was Deuteronomy 
xvlU., 18—“A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren like unto me; 
him shall ye hear.” 'The Doctor remarked that the 
greatest Institution of ancient times was tho order 
of Jewish prophets. Priests and sacrifices are 
found In all nations among the ancients, designed 
to propitiate the wrath of the Supreme Being. The 
priests were the managers of the external forms 
and rites connected wltii this sacrlllclal worship. 
There was In Israel an outward resemblance to 
those heathen customs, but tho spirit was alto­ 
gether different. It was not to appeiise an angry 
God, nor were the Jewish priests set above the 
people. They were rather to walk before tho 
people as examples of piety and purity. But the 
calling and the duty of the prophets was different. 
They had to guard the lamp of divine 
truth and to teach the people to walk 
In Its saving light. Every Israelite should get a 
clear conception of this prophetic Institution, 
whose career stands nnparalfeled In the history of 
the world. We should be proud, said the Doctor, 
of this glorious galaxy of seers and teachers, whoso 
blood still nows In our veins. Now, what was tho 
calling of the prophets» God said to Moses that 
Aaron was to be his navy or prophet—that is, a 
speaker, a proclalmer of things or truths. Moses 
was the first prophet, and this, said the Doctor, 
taking tho Bible In his hand, is the glorious truth 
which he Imparted to the people. Hence Moses re­ 
ceived, as he richly deserved, the title of a servant 
of God, laithful in all his house. And the prophets 
who succeeded Mm were also called servants of 
God. They spake in His name aud declared His 
will to the people. But were all 
THE PR0PHBT8 LIKE MOSES » 
No. The text speaks of but one prophet like 
unto him, and we find only one like film In every 
respect among the host that lived and died in 
Israel. And that one was Samuel. He is placed in 
tho same rank with Muses by the other prophets 
and by David. “Though Moses and Samuel were be­ 
iore me, yet conld not my mind be toward them,” 
salth the Lord. Samuel was not only a prophet, ho 
was also a ruler and a Judge. He combined action 
and teaching In his administration. In more mod­ 
ern days the former was left to kings, wliile the lat­ 
ter was the prerogative of prophets. And this 
change took place Immediately after Samuel’s 
death. Tho prophet’s words wore like fire or lava 
stream flowing down from the holy mount and con­ 
suming the sins of the people, or like a hammer 
that broke the flinty rock In pieces. The Doctor 
here pointed out the great ditference between the 
teachings of the Hebrew prophet and the heathen 
priest. The lormer was to establish the religion of 
the true God and to bring the people back from 
Idolatry ami superstition to His worship. The lat­ 
ter was polilloal and was used for selfish ends. He 
asked the congregation to contrast In their minds 
THE FEARLESS UTTERANCES OF NATHAN TO DAVID, 
Of Elijah to Ahab, of Jeremiah and Amos to the 
kings and princes of Israel, with the utterances of 
Plato or Cicero before ttte Greek or Roman courts 
aud assemblies. The former are uncompromising 
In their denunciations of the sins of the rulers and 
of the people, while the latter are content to lot the 
people serve God and Baal too. But he regretted 
that some of the teachers of Israel were ready to 
compromise with Idolatry and superstition, and to 
persuade the people that Judaism consisted merely 
In forms and ceremonies, until they were ready to 
exclaim, “The temple of the Lord 1 the temple of the 
Lord are we!” and to think that any kind of sacri­ 
fice was good enough for an offering to the Lord. 
But they belled Judaism. Your new moons and 
your Sabbaths and your set feasts are an abomina­ 
tion unto me, salth the Lord. What doth the Lord 
rciiuire but to do justly, to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with God? The sacrifices of God are a 
broken and a contrite spirit, and with such He Is 
well pleased. 
But the prophets of the Lord were not always 
anointed. They were nut sons of prophets, nor 
even doctors of the law. Amos was a herdman 
and a gatherer of sycamore feults, and the holy oil 
had nut been poured on hts head, but the Lord 
anointed his heart and sent him forth to 
BRING TDK PEOPLE BACK PROM SIN 
unto holiness and from Idolatry to tho worship of 
the one only living and true God. And whether they 
were sent to rich or poor, to peasant or to prince, 
to individuals or to cities, they obeyed with tho 
same remiiness and uttered their denunciations 
against the sins of each alike. Dr. Vidaver then 
pointed out tho Idolatrous worship of Israelites of 
the present day and tbe absolute necessity for the 
sncceasors of the prophets, the rabbles, to warn tho 
people and to bring them back to the worship of 
God and to teach them and lead them In tne good 
and the right way. And the rabbi who dues not 
draw inspiration from bis work ho considered unfit 
for his calling. But the people now ask the rabbles, 
as they did the prophets of old, to prophesy smooth 
things and to declare pleasant things unto them ; but 
the rabbis’ duty is to shout in the tars Ol the 
people, “Thou shalt not respect the persons of men, 
thou Shalt not wrest Judgment in the gate,” until 
Judgment and Justice are administered alike to all 
and by all, and then shall every man speak truth 
with fils neighbor and the prophets»'peculiar call­ 
ing shall be gone, for all the Lord’s people shall be

Tlie Orthodox Eastern chapel, 961 Second avenue, 
between Flttloth and Fifty-first streets, has lately 
been completely renovated and 1» now as hand­ 
some at a picture and as neat and comfortable aa 
It can well be made. ItwllldoubUess be Interest­ 
ing to a large number of the readers of the Herald 
to know how an Eastern church Is constructed. An 
Orthodox Greek church Is generally built In the 
form of a cross. The position of tho edifice Is feom 
west to east. The Inner space of the church Is 
divided mto three principal parts. In the cast is 
the altar; entrance to It Is not generally accorded 
to persons not set apart to servloe in the church. 
’The second principal division Is tho church proper. 
In which the faithful meet for worship. The 
third division consists af an ante-chamber 
and a porch, which latter is sometimes called the 
outer, aa the former Is designated the inner, ante­ 
chamber. The Inner ante chamber was once set 
apart for the catechumens and certain penitents. 
1 1 is sometimes called the trapeta (table or dining 
hall), because here, .In ih* primitive age of tho 
Church, the love-feast, orocraiKH, was held—that I», a 
meal consisting of Uie gifts bronght by the faithful. 
In the outer hall formerly, stood the penitents of 
the lowest grade, or those usually called Fíenles. 
Tho foremost part of ths altar la the holy table. 
ThlMs covered with a linen cloth, called a knta- 
sarka, and over this is a light covering, called an 
enaction. On the upper surface ol the table, over 
the endytUm, Is placed the iliton, and In this the 
BUhop places the antirninsion. 
As in the temple of the Old Testament there 
were in the holy ot holies, with the ark, also the 
golden keys, the manna, the rod of Aaron and toe 
table of the law, so there are in the o n h ^ o x 
Eastern Church also the tsbernacle, that Is, a 
vessel wherein are placed .the holy gifts for the 
sick, a cross, as toe s ^ of tfi* eternal n iest of our 
redemption, and a> book of Gospels, as the deposi­ 
tory ot'^His holy law, all of which arc placed on t he 
holy table.

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T he Alabama Claimb S ettlem ent.—The^ 
Geneva Conference, it appears, excepting 
some oonclnding formalities of signing papers, 
&0., have settled the question of indemnity to 
the United States on those troublesome 
Alabama claims, and it is understood that a 
gross sum of fifteen millions of dollars is the 
award. If we mistake not the sum of our bills 
presented for direct damages, in consequence 
of the depredations of those Anglo-rebel 
cruisers—the Alabama, the Shenandoah, the 
Florida and others—was over thirty millions of 
dollars ; but with this lumping of the award, 
even of filteen millions of dollars, the Ameri­ 
can people will be content, as a good riddance 
of a profitless controversy. Now, with the 
decision of the Emperor of Germany on our 
Northwestern boundary dispute, and with 
some little formalities with the New Dominion 
settled, touching the Northeastern fisheries 
and the reciprocal navigation of the St Law­ 
rence and Lake Michigan, Ac., the Treaty of 
Washington, after all,'as a great example of 
the peaceful policy of arbitration in the settle­ 
ment of international disputes, may be re­ 
corded as an encouraging success. 
CoMDmoM OP A ffairs in Cuba.—The 
flespatch from Havana which we publish to­ 
day goes to show that there exists a conflict 
of interest between the local governing authori­ 
ties and the mercantile community of the 
blaud with respect to the payment, or rather 
the evading of thepajrment, of the excise duties 
on articles of commerce. It looks, indeed, as if 
the Intendente suspects the merchants very 
strongly of being engaged in smuggling, to 
the vast detriment of the treasury of His 
Majesty Amadeus. 
A shipload of Chinese 
coolies, or rather what remained of it in life, 
were landed The wretches who survived the 
voyage were in a most horrible condition; so 
much so, indeed, that people may reasonably 
inquire, Is the slave trade done away with 
while the Spanish traffic in coolies remains ? 
The financial and labor rights questions agi- 
tated tne Cuban population considerably. The 
crops were in most magnificent condition. 
G rand Abmt Pabadb in B erlin .—The 
Umperors of Russia and Austria witnessed a 
grand parade of the North German Army at 
Berlin yesterday. Emperor William, a fine 
old soldier, appeared at the head of his own 
Tegiment; his imperialist brethren serving 
with him in their capacity os chiefs of regi­ 
ment, honorary commissions in the Prussian 
service. The military display was very brilliant, 
and the people attended in immense force to 
witness it The Czar Alexander decorated the 
son of the Crown Prince of Germany with the 
Order of 8t Andrew, a very great honor to the 
youthful scion of the House of Hohenzollem, 
and promoted two of the more adult Princes of 
Germany to the tank of Field Marshal in the 
{iOMuaftnny. 
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From a Hebald oommiasioner accompany­ 
ing the two special oommissioneni of the 
government detaUed by the President to in­ 
quire into the condition of affairs in the In­ 
dian Territory, and into the causes of the 
present troubles therein of onr red brethren, 
we publish this morning a very interesting 
report 
The conclusion drawn from on* 
commissioner’s observations in this Territory 
is that the experiment therein of elevating the 
red man to the systematic labor, arts and 
usages of civilized life is a failure, and that a 
very different policy most be sought to achieve 
that end. Whether we look backward for a 
sign or forward for a hope, the situation is 
not at all cheering. Our treatment of the 
Indians has been simply dictated by the force 
of uncontrollable oiroamstances which have 
wrought out woe and extinction for 
them. 
The pressure of white settlement, 
which drove them ever westward, has been 
stayed at last by the presence of a refluence of 
civilization from the West; and the Indian, 
shiftless, lazy, revengeful and depredatory, 
finds himself hemmed in—a savage at bay. 
Were this the only feature of the approaching 
end it might appeal to our sentimentality just 
feebly enough to make us regrot the necessity 
of blotting out, under the sulphurous cloud of 
a musketry volley, the last vestige of the un­ 
mixed blood of human beings who owned this 
Continent for ages before Columbus trod the 
soil of San Salvador. Were the policy one 
of blood only against the Indian he might ere 
now have turned to a mere historic regret; but 
we find ourselves, in the midst of a humani­ 
tarian age, trying to patch up a peace with him 
and save him from his worst enemy—himself. 
The Indian Territory was the result of this ex­ 
periment tried years ago, and the report of 
our commissioner, published to-day, will tell 
its ntter unsuccess. 
• - 
The Indian Territory covers an immense 
area of land, well wooded and watered, and of 
great fertility. The tribes located there aro 
principally Choctaws, Chickasaws, Crocks, 
Kiowas, Cherqkees, Arapahoes, Cheyennes, 
Senecas, Wacbitas and Quaapas. The govern­ 
ment given into thoir hands binds them 
chiefly to the “ laws” of their Nation and 
confines them in theory to their respective 
reservations. With this a certain encourage­ 
ment has been furnished to agriculture, with 
the slimmest results. The United States has 
established a quasi blockade, with an embargo 
on whiskey, and certain well-meaning mis­ 
sionaries supply a limited quantity of Gospel 
to them. AU this created a semblance of well­ 
doing and advancement which was perpetu­ 
ally belied by accounts of heathenish outrages 
from the Gospel-fed Indians and sad 
stories of drunkenness from these teetoi 
tallera of Uncle Sam. The truth of 
the matter is, that the Indian never re­ 
ceived the idea of civilization with anything 
more than secret derision. Ho rejoiced at the 
idea of having a country four times the size of 
New York set apart for him, rations tolerably 
sure, hunting not bad, and enough com and 
vegetables to be had by making his squaws 
cultivate a little patch. He know it would not 
be difficult to procure firewater and firearms 
so long as he had anything to give in exchange 
for thorn. Accordingly, when hunting did not 
yield peltry he organized a border foray in 
Texas or anywhere of easy reach, and soon got 
all he wanted from Mexicans or bad Ameri­ 
cans. This was a pleasant prospect enough 
for the red man, and would have satisfied him 
until borrowed vice, intemperance and disease 
had extinguished him. But he was not left to 
80 easy a fate as living in the lap of luxury 
and finally dying drunk. Dishonest agents 
irritated him and swindled him. The white 
man, restless nnder the smallness of the 
rest of the world, crowded in upon his 
reservation, and sent him on the warpath 
^ith settlers’ scalps down his moccasins. The 
border ruflSan met him, if he made a treaty 
and laid down quietly again, with cards and 
smuggled whiskey, and robbed him to the 
tune of everything movable, with a bowie 
knife accompaniment. 
Then the Indian 
wanted the border ruffian executed, and when 
he failed in this set out and murdered inoffen­ 
sive whites in return, and solemnly acquitted 
his braves according to the laws of the 
“Nation.” If this exhibit be multiplied 
twenty times, with varying circumstances only 
in degree, and we add thereunto a thousand 
intestine feuds between the tribes, some vague 
idea may be formed of the complexity of the 
Indian Territory difficulty to-day with even 
the settled tribes. With the nomads taken 
into account, who preserve their independence 
of all such entanglements by the simple pro­ 
cess of taking all they can get from the gov­ 
ernment and murdering and robbing for the 
remainder elsewhere, the situation can be 
better understooiL 
When the eminently humane idea of a nor­ 
mal school for teaching Indians to be civilized 
on snch an enormous scale was first put into 
effect, it was hoped that by the time civiliza­ 
tion walled them in they would be fitted to 
assume relations with the outspreading whites 
on groimds of nearly equal intelligence. How 
this vision has faded away the facts tell, and 
how inefficient the present peace policy of the 
administration is to mend matters á glance at 


ized negro mixes with the savage red blood 
their progeny loeee any good quality the 
parents may poesees and drope into a semi­ 
savagery as irreclaimable as ever. Neveitho- 
lees, this doee not endear them to the full 
bloods, who look upon them as npstarts and 
carpet-baggers and treat them accordingly 
There are two cures used at present for the 
Indian disorder-the old one of the buUet 
and the new one of bread and blankets. In 
aU homanity we would prefer the latter if it 
accomplished anything; but its fallare is self- 
acknowledged by its continual call for an 
application of the leaden remedy upon its 
reftactory patients. Now the facts we have 
noted cannot be gainsaid, and these un 
takably point to a rigorous extermination of 
all Indians who will not submit to civilization. 
We are not dealing with the simple Indians 
whom Heinrich Hudson was friendly with at 
Hoboken, but—we may even blush for our­ 
selves in saying it—cruel, vindictive, cmining 
and treacherous savages. With these there 
can be no argument save that which General 
Sheridan knows how to deal 
While 
fireside philanthropists are talking home­ 
steads aro being burned, peacefhl set­ 
tlers scalped aud their wives and daugh­ 
ters ravished beside the mutilated corpsea 
Where the Indians agree to settle there must 
be no alternative left them of working for a 
living or going on the warpath, as they list 
The power which puts them there must be 
kept strong enough to force them to stop or 
take the unfailing consequence of rebellion— 
namely, destruction. 
A poorly mounted, 
scanty force at the few outposts cannot accom­ 
plish this. It must be a strong force, an army, 
if you will. The Indian nomade murderer 
must be made to feel that he has an enemy 
which will bring him to its terms or kill him. 
'The Indian, once located, must be forced to 
regard the idea of war in the future os hope- 
lesslyas any “Dead Rabbit” might contem- 
plate his chances of suocess in an open plun­ 
der of th? woalth of Now York. The problem 
is to be settled by the strong hand or not at 
all. It will be cheaper and more humane in 
the end. A genuine civilization may then be 
allowed to dot the Indian countries with set­ 
tlements, instead of the spurious article 
they have hitherto seen, a mixture of 
border nifflans and isolated missionaries. If 
these influences cannot tame him ho will take 
his doom upon himself; but we believe that 
the firm grasp, never relaxed, first taken, and 
the influx of earnest, industrious settlors after­ 
wards admitted, make up the only salvation for 
the Indians who are at all amenable to civiliza­ 
tion. With all the others it is a question for 
“LitÜe Phil.” 
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Tne Alleged Mathan Marderer. 
The arrest in Washington of the alleged 
murderer of Mr. Nathan is the most startling 
news of the day. More than two years have 
passed since the victim of one of the foulest 
crimes on record was found weltering in his 
blood at his residence in one of the most 
frequented streets of this city. 
A dark 
mystery has ever since overhung that 
terrible tragedy. 
Our baffled guardians 
of the peace had apparently given up all hope 
of finding the author or authors of the murder. 
Nor does it seem, after aU, that the arrest of 
Billy Forrester, the man with numerous 
aliases, has brought them nearer to the end; 
for there is a strong ground for the belief that 
the police have, on the merest shadow of sus­ 
picion, rashly fastened the murder upon Billy 
Forrester. An unwillingness to acknowledge 
themselves beaten might have had something 
to do with this. Billy Forrester’s record is 
certainly bad enough to convict him of almost 
any crime merely on appearances—“ commc 
capable du fait," as they would do it in a 
French criminal court The fact that he has 
been hiding ever since the night of the mur­ 
der is so far the strongest evidence 
against him. It should be remembered, how­ 
ever, that he is a fugitive from justice for vari­ 
ous crimes, burglary among the number— 
crimes numerous aud heinous enough 
to consign him to the tender mercies 
of a State prison for life. 
Without 
being necessarily guilty of the murder of Mr. 
Nathan he had, therefore, the best of reasons 
to keep out of the way. Hunted down like a 
wild beast, he has lived a life of constant dread, 
wandering about the country to evade capture, 
which has been accomplished at last Whether 
it will be possible to convict him remains, how­ 
ever, yet to be seen.

Waste of Infant Lift. 
An interesting and curious exhibit of infant 
mortality statistics has recently been made by 
a distinguished Washington physician. The 
author. Dr. J. M. Tover, deduces from the 
earlier census returns the fact that nearly 
forty per cent of the total deaths of all ages is 
found among infants under five years of age. 
The mortality in the great cities of the coun­ 
try has risen to a much higher rate, the high­ 
est being in Chicago, where it increased from 
a percentage of .28 in 1843 to .62 in 1869. In 
St Lonis, in 1871, the percentage of deaths 
under five years was over .51, the number of 
deaths under five being 3.409 to 6.670 above. 
In Philadelphia the percentage varies from 
1853 to 1870 between the figures .51 and .44. 
In the year 1811 the infant mortality in New 
York was over .77 per cent and in 1869 only 
.51. From 1835 to 1853 it ranged from .51 to 
.57; in 1866 it was only .47; and the in­ 
ference is that the death rate is diminishing 
instead of advancing. Cincinnati has a per­ 
centage near that of Philadelphia ; New Or- 


We are glad to notice that the gorem m ent 
has promptly ordered inveetigatiiMis to be held 
into the causes of the late terrible steamboat 
disasters. The loss of life and property has 
been so great within the last few weeks as to 
convince the commnuity of the necessity 
either of adopting new and more stringent 
regulations or enforcing those at present in 
existence. The proceedings of the inspectors 
charged with eliciting all the facte which led 
to tbs deplorable loss of life wiB be watched 
with anxiety by the publio and press, and any 
failure to carry out the instructions in the 
fullest sense will not fail to receive general 
censure. No feeling of commiseration for the 
men who may have neglected, to take every 
precaution demanded by the safety of the 
vessels and their precious human freight must 
be allowed to cover up the responsibility of the 
guilty parties. Recklessness in steamboating 
has reached that point where the safety of the 
travelling publio demands that it shall be 
sharply and effectively checked. If men are 
indifferent to their own safety it is no justifi­ 
cation for their being careless of the life and 
property that are confided to them with a 
tacit understanding that they are men whose 
character justifies the important trust reposed 
in them. On the ground of publio interest, 
therefore, wo demand that the investigations 
at present ordered shall be made as stringent 
and searching as the law will permit, and that 
the guilty parties will, in all cases, suffer the 
severest penalties of the law. We have to deal 
with a dangerous evil that must be outrooted 
and the only way to do this successfully is to 
make the responsible steamboat officers feel 
that in case of neglect of duty they 'will bo 
punished with severity. This is the only way 
to assure publio safety, and that must be the 
chief aim of all investigation. If we are 
simply to be informed how the ac­ 
cident occurred, 
without^ fixing 
the 
responsibility on the ' proper* parties, 
there can bo no need of governmental 
interference, as the newspapers can be trusted 
to give the fullest and most satisfactory his­ 
tory of all accidents. Something more, how­ 
ever, is needed, and we look to the govern­ 
ment action for the establishment of a strong 
check to discourage the reckless indifference 
which 80 markedly characterizes the conduct 
of steamboat officers at present Had exam­ 
ples been made on previous occasions we 
would not have to deplore the awful loss of 
life of the past few weeks. But as the acci­ 
dent to the Bristol, which was the warning 
prelude to the Metis disaster, was treated with 
levity because by the merest chance no lives 
were lost so if the present disasters are al­ 
lowed to pass without the' punishment of the 
guilty parties we may look forward to the con­ 
tinuance of the present reckless system, which 
renders travelling a serious danger to life. 
Harmonies and Discords of the Re­ 
ligions Organs. 
The Independent defends Father Hyacinthe 
in his recent marriage in defiance of the Cath­ 
olic rule of clerical celibacy, and concludes 
that the church of DdUinger, Friedrich Mi­ 
chaud and Hyacinthe is to have a separate 
organization from that which acknowledges 
the supremacy of the Roman Pontiff. Presi­ 
dent Grant gets a moat decided and sturdy 
support from this organ of the Congregation- 
alists. It alludes to the attempt to identify 
the handwriting of Stanley, os recently shown 
by fac-similea, with that of the Living­ 
stone letters, and says:—“It is evident to us 
that the two are not written in the same hand. 
And the complete satisfaction expressed by all 
Dr. Livingstone’s relatives, by Sir Bartle 
Frere and his other intimate friends, and by 
all the whites and blacks in Zanzibar, is 
enough to convince anybody.” In another 
article it shows its journalistic judgment by 
saying, “The H ebald, with its expensive Liv­ 
ingstone expedition, is just now beating all 
the possibilities 'of its contemporaries,” and 
proves its assertion by pointing out several 
unsuccessful attempts at imitation. 
The Observer considers our prison system, 
urging forward the cause of reform to keep 
our prisons from becoming schools of inhu­ 
manity to those in charge or universities of 
crime to the prisoners, yet cautions against 
theories which fail to discriminate between 
crime and misfortune or tend to soften the 
justice which, nnder humane and divine law 
alike, punishes transgression.

Conventions 
of every kind and color are cropping out con­ 
tinually at this season, and why should there 
not be this colored diversiou at Louisville, 
as well as that of the straighUout Bourbon 
Democrats ? We do not suppose the gathering 
of colored liberal republicans will have much 
influence upon the great mass of negro voters 
in the South, but it might have some upon 
those of the Northern States. ’Ihe line is 
strictly drawn in the South according to race. 
The colored voters are as solidly for Giant and 
Wilson as the white voters are for Greeiey and 
Brown. But it is well for intelligent nejroes 
to discuss the merits of the opposing candi­ 
dates and the principles they represent, thou;h 
it would be better that parties and conventioui 
should not be based upon race. There is, we 
fear, great trouble in prospect from political 
parties in the South being divided strictly by 
race; and if the intelligent negroes of the 
North can do anything to prevent that and to 
avert the evil consequences wo would encour­ 
age the movement._____________

dated in Mexico City on the 1st instant, sup­ 
plies the latest news from the territory of the 
neighboring Republic.

This Inquiry has, probably, reference to tho body 
Of an infant, apparently six m onths old, which was 
found on the west shore of Block Island, on S atur­ 
day night, August 31, about twelve o'clock, aud 
Im mediately carried to a house near by. The body 
was placed in a coffin, and burled on tbe following 
day. The clothing which was on the child has 
been preserved for Identification, and the different 
articles It com prises apparently agree w ith the

spatch. They are as follows;—A cotton skirt with 
sleeves trim m ed with edging; a flannel stomach 
band, cross-stltched with colored w orsted; a pin­

Richard Davis, m erchant, of Providence, and a 
passenger on board the Metis on the night of tho 
disaster, testlUed:—It could not havelicen moro 
than thirty m inutos from the tim e he heard tbe 
crash till he heard the captain’s voice calling to 
put on Ilf» p reservers; heard whistles aa signals 
o fdU tress; saw the captain untying the lashings 
of the lifeboat, and heard him express the hope 
th at tho hurricane deck would p art from the b o a t; 
saw Captains Hull and Burton exceedingly active 
on the hurricane deck, trying to save life; a 
question was raised w hether It would not be 
b etter for Captain Burton to go ashore and organ­ 
ize m eans for taking us irom the w reck; the cap­ 
tain relused, saying “if the vessel broke up while 
he was ashore his reputation was g one;” my im­ 
pression, from w hat was said In the saloon, is th at 
thero were 200 passongcrs on itoard; did not go 
into the steerag e; saw five Germans pass through 
the narrow passage to the forward deck; four of 
them were saved; In the hurry to get life preserv­ 
ers some of the passengers could not get a n y ; saw 
m any lying on the hurricane deck with sirups 
broken—they were not strong enough for use. 
Edwin Turner, an Insurance m an, of I’ruvldenco, 
amd a passenger, was called, but his testim ony was 
unim portant. 
TESTIMONY OF CAPTAIN BURTON. 
Captain B urton, of tbe steam er Metis, was ex ­ 
am ined, and, after testifying to his license as pilot 
and U>rm of service, and In relation to the equip­ 
m ent and build of the Metis, s a i d T h e Metis had 
four lifeboats, three of them m eUlllc and one of 
wood; thinks two of them were tw enty-tw o feet 
long, and the other two tw enty leet long or th ere­ 
abouts ; these tmats were all suspended on cranes 
or d av its; we had on these boats what is known as 
a boat-detochlng ap p aratu s; all of them had I t ; In 
addition to these four boats we had a life ralt, a 
m etallic cylinder raft, the cylinder m ade In sec­ 
tions; I understood it was capable of sustaining 
sixty persons; I don’t know wliat Its tonnage was 
rated a t ; tbe raft was fitted wfth oars and row­ 
locks; all these 
boats were fitted with oars; 
each boat bud Its com plem ent; the pilot house 
m easured, I 
think, ten 
by ten ; 
the Metis 
left New York with a light cargo, consisting 
of considerable fruit and eleven horses, wind at 
the time being about south-southeast, m oderately 
breezy and raining at the tim e; w eather continued 
the same daring the fore part of the n ig h t; could 
see all the various lights distinctly, as we passed 
them ; was up about the ship attending to my duty 
until about half-past twelve o’clock; at th at tim e 
I retired to my room, forward room on the star­ 
board side of tne saloon, back near the pilot house;

of the pilot house, ju st before retirin g ; saw a light 
on the starboard side, which was Horton’s Point;
